CHARTER REVOKED. 


A High Old Time in the High Court 


•of Illinois 


^DEPENDENT ORDER OF FORESTERS. 


Cheers for the Stars and Stripes, and 


Hisses for the Man Who Waved 


Them Nearly Result in a 


General Fight. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—The charter of 


the high court of Illinois, Independent 
Order of Foresters, was declared re- 
voked 
and annulled yesterday by 


the supreme vice-chief ranger, D. D. 
Aitken, 
acting for 
the 
supreme 


chief ranger, Dr. Oron Hyatekha. 
The revocation took place at the 
meeting of regularly-elected dele- 
gates to the annual high court conven- 
tion for the state of Illinois, which 
was being held at Madison hall, 144 
West Madison street. Mr. Aitkin and 
two-thirds of the delegates left the in- 
terdicted delegates, bringing the gath- 
ering to a suddeng termination amid 
great excitement. A physical encoun- 
ter almost followed the war of words. 


The most sensational scene was cre- 


ated by the deposed high secretary, 
Col. 
W. H. Wharry, who rushed 


through a throng of jeering foresters 
in his regalia of office. He seized a 
bundle, tore from it an American flag 
and, standing on a chair in the middle 
of the room,, waved the emblem over 
his head. Cheers and hisses came from 
the crowd of excited foresters who 
stood around him. 


The janitor of the building entered 


at this juncture and shouted: "Don't 
hiss the American flag." The disrupted 
delegates shouted that the hisses were 
for the "rebel," Col. Wharry, and the 
loyal ones voiced their love for the flag 
by giving three cheers loud enough to 
be heard on the street. 


The expelled faction hissed the loy- 
alists, and the extraordinary demon- 
stration came to a close by the with- 
drawal of Acting Chief Banger Aitken 
and his adherents from the hall to 
Gere's hotel, where the election of offi- 
cers of the high court of Illinois for the 
ensuing year took place. 


GOV. 
FISHBACK 


On tho ISffect of the T»rUT Bill on National 


and Party Interests* 


LITTLE BOCK, Aug. 14.'—Gov. Pish- 


back received a telegram yesterday 
from a leading eastern newspaper ask- 
ing what in his opinion will be the ef- 
fect of the tariff bill on national and 
party interests.

•teel knitting needle, No. 9, and for tho

other a wood -n noedlc, No. G, or, ivhat 
is hotter, a flat bone mesh measuring 
about a third of an inch in width. 
Mount upon tho stirrup string any even 
number of stitches. First row, plain 
netting with the large mesh. 
Second 


row, with the small mesh draw the first 
loop of previous row upward througl 
the second loop of the earao row, and 
net a stitch in it Then look through the 
first loop, the upper part of which is 
now secured in tho kiipt you have jusl 
formed, and yon will see a portion of 
the second loop crossing along just be- 
low. Draw this part of the second loop 
tip through the little opening under the 
knot and net a stitch in it - Intwina 
every two loops together in this manner 
to the end of the row. Third row, 
plain netting, with the large mesh. 
Fourth row, with the small mesh noi 
a plain stitch in the first loop, of the 
previous row. Then draw the seconc 
loop upward through tho third loop 
and net a stitch in it, and next bring 
the second loop up through the little 
opening under the knot and set a stitch 
in it and continue, and' finish with a 
plain stitch at tho end of the row. 
Fifth row, plain netting, with the 
large mosh. Repeat from the sscont 
row. The pattern is complete upon th 
determination of the third row. Anoth 
er form of Grecian netting is a simpl 
continuation of the first and second row 
only, by which means tho large holes 
are produced ono over the other in a 
straight line. 


The Qtwllty of Tone. 


If we strike a pianoforte key wit!

forte effect, a knocking sound is occa 
ctioned as the finger touches the key, one 
the hammer strikes the string in a waj 
to jar it In this paso the vibration 
cannot bo those ouly which aro necas 
sary to produce a puro quality of tone 
the effect changing as if it wore trying 
to right itself. A steady pure tone re 
suits if we use a particular kind a 
pressure touch which is noticeabl 
throughout Paderewski's playing, ani 
the touch causes'tho strings tovilrnvte 
as they should. Wo can easily produes 
a poor quality of tone on a good piano 
forte if we use a popr kind of touch 
and we can readily change tho quality 
of tone without touching the pedals 
Certainly tho quality of tone depend 
upon tho way that the keys are jra 
down—upon the "touch"—says G P

The jar 
of the collision was so great that a sec- 
tion of railway iron paited in the mid- 
dle. 


It does not appear that anybody was 


particularly to blame for the accident. 
It so happened that the car got off the 
rails on the crossing, and it could 
not be pulled away in time. 
The 


motorman could not know just when a 
train would pass, and the Wabash had 


warning of the accident. Taken 


altogether it was a fortunate outcome of 
the whole affair, for the Wabash engine 
might have been derailed with possibly 
fatal results. 


'At the Edward street crossing it is 


next to impossible for a street car to 
meet with trouble if ordinary precau- 
tions are taken. Cars come to a dead 
stop and the motorman satisfies himself 
that there is no train coming before he 
applies the power to pass over. A car 
might becomfi derailed on any crossing 
in the city. In sUch an event, under 
like circumstances BE at Edward street 
last night, the result would probably be 
the same. But this ia the first accident 
of the kind that hae occurred since the 
electric system was adopted. ,It may 
never happen again.

They are Judge N. B. Worth- 
ington, of Peoria; J. D. Keraan, of 
New York, and Carrol D. Wright, la- 
bor commissioner. Mr. Wright, who 
is chairman of the commission ex-offi- 
cio, was the last to arrive. The result 
will be reported directly to President 
Cleveland who will report in turn to 
congress 
It is not necessary that con- 


gress be in session when the report is 
made. 
.

The first witnesses examined will bo 


voluntary ones. The board has al- 
ready received notice that a large num- 
ber of witnesses will come before it 
without being subpoenaed. Many com- 
munications have been received from 
students of economic questions giving 
advice as to the course to be pursued 
by the commission. The single-taxers 
are largely represented in these com- 
munications. In an interview with a 
United Press reporter last night Judge 
Worthington said: 


"We cannot tell how long it will 


take for us to complete our labors. It 
may be three days, it may be a month. 
It depends very largely on how we g«t 
along with our witnesses. This is the 
first commission called under the law 
of 1888, and we have no precedent to 
guide us. We shall be obliged to lay 
ont our own work."

CHICAOO, Aug. 15.-The August crop 


report of the Prairie Farmer states 
that while conditions July 1 indicated 
the largest corn crop ever grown, a 
most liberal estimate August 1^ would 
indicate a yield decidedly under the 
average of recent years. During July 
there was a decline in condition of 20.3 
points, the average. August 1 being 
7S.O. This is entirely the result of the 
drought \vhich prevailed so se^f™^ 
over almost the entire corn belt. 
These conditions continued for the 
first ten days of August. The condi- 
tion reported August 1 would indicate 
a crop slightly under 1,700,000,000 bush- 
els, but it is not possible to say what 
further loss has been sustained since 
that date.

The condition in leading states is. 


Ohio 81, Indiana 88, Illinois 84, Iowa 
58, Missouri 85; Kansas 03, Nebraska 
40. Indiana and Missouri only at that 
date promised an average crop. Spring 
wheat shows a decline 1 8 points, the 
condition standing at 71.4. 
The pres- 


ent indications point to a spring wheat 
crop about the same as last year, when 
150,000,000 bushels were grown. This 
makes the indicated wheat crop for the 
year about 500,000,000 bushels.

COMJMBCS, O., Aug. 15.—The state 


srop bulletin, issued yesterday, shows 
that except in a few central districts 
there has been no relief from the terri- 
ble drought, and the effect upon grow- 
ing crops is disastrous. Corn is shriv- 
eling up, and on the uplands is a total 
failure Elsewhere half a crop maybe 
secured under favorable conditions 
from now on. Even trees are dying 
and wells and springs are drying up. 
Pastures are dead, and farmers are 
feeding their cattle. The potato crop 
is certainly ruined. Buckwheat is poor 
and tobacco is firing badly. Apples 
are tailing and grapes alone promise a 
fair yield.

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(MONSTER REDWOOD TRIERS. 
Tfcij mmnmn •

One of the moat remarkable timber 


belts Sn the world stands In Hnmboldt 
and Mendoeino comities, California. It 
embraces 4,185 square miles, oontmin- 
ing 132,000,000,000 feet of timber. With 
the aid of the microscope scientists have 
found the age of some of these trees to 
be nearly 8,00i years. Some of the 
fallen trees have remained where they 
fell for 800 to 1,000 years, so it is esti- 
mated, with scarcely any deterioration 
of the wood. 
Eastern tourists in California know 


but little of these redwoods (Sequoia 
sempervirens). They usually see the 
few'mammoth redwoods of Calaveras 
(Sequoia, gigantea) and goliome and tell 
thefr friends about this disappearing 
tribe affiants. The'lutobe'r redwoods 
of Humboldt are less talked about, yet 
one ofrlts trees will yield 100,000 feet of 
boards, and fill a freight train with 
logs. 


Felling these trees, which are 150 to 


350 feet Ugh, is a fine art acquired only 
by the most expert chopper. 
He must 


have excellent judgment as to the 
"lean" of the tree, and other peculiari- 
ties which may affect the direction of 
its fall. He drives a stake 100 or 150 feet 
from the base of the tree, and prepares 
a level bed in a direct line fgnm base 
to stake, and on that line the tree 
must fall. An ax kerf is then made on 
the side where the tree is to fall. The 
apex of the obtuse triangle made by 
this kerf points exactly to the distant 
6 take. 


The tree is cut one-third through 


with the ax. On the other side of the 
tree, opposite the ax kerf, a saw kerf is 
started. This Is done by boring1 two 
holes horizon tally and driving- in wood- 
en pins on which the 12 to 30-foot saw 
rests until the kerf is sufficiently deep 
to steady the saw. Broad, thin iron 
wedges are driven in after the saw to 
prevent the doomed tree from pinching 
it. At each end of this saw "ears" are 
bolted on, which can be removed and 
the saw withdrawn iri case of trouble. 
Wedges are made to follow the saw 
until the wood dividing the saw kerf 
from the ax kerf is narrowed to a width 
where wedges can be made to force the 
tree, with all its great weight, to lean 
in the direction in which it is to fall. 


The tree is toppled over, and so exact 


is the chopper's work and calculation 
that almost invariably the falling 
trunk drives the stake aimed at when 
bperations were begun. Any error in 
the fall of the tree is likely to cause 
the tree to break and cost the lumber- 
man more than the chopper's wages 
for the month—8125. These virgin for- 
ests are so densely timbered that, if 
cleared at once, there would not be 
room enough on the ground for the 
trunks. "Peelers" follow the choppers. 
With long steel bars, flattened at one 
end, they pry off the thick bark and 
burn it. Then comes the cross-cut saw 
man, who cuts the tree into logs. 
These are transported to the saw mills 
by rail, cut Into boards and shipped to 
market. 


Redwood is so free from resinous 


matter that it will not burn readily. 
When fired It chars. The immunity 
from fire of towns tuilt of redwood 
lumber is remarkable. Large confla- 
grations are unknown. This lumber 
shrinks so very little that It is used by 
builders in a green state. The beauty 
of the wood for finishing work is 
marked, as it frequently has a curly 
(face and also a bird's-eye grain. This 
redwood promises to be a popular wood 
in the eastern states.—Boston Travel- 
ler.

Death of a Friend. 


The gambling instinct among Indi- 


ans seems rather to tie increased than 
otherwise by civilization,and more than 
one Cherokee who drew at Tahlequah 
recently for himself, his Wife and his 
children quite a large sum of money in 
full discharge of his personal interest 
in the Cherokee strip came near losing 
every dollar of it before returning 
home 
One day when the distribution 


was exceptionally heavy two very spec- 
ulative recipients were standing to- 
gether near the post office. A boy was 
seen coming along the street on a 
bucking1 pony. For so young a boy he 
held his seat well, but it seemed ex- 
ceeding probable to the onlookers that 
before he got the pony home he would 
either be thrown or would have to get 
off. The two Indians discussed the 
proposition with much excitement, and 
Snally one man bet the other the en- 
tire government per capita that the 
boy would be thrown before he got 
past them. 


The bet was accepted with viciou* 


eagerness, and as they watched the 
pntics of the pony as it whirled round, 
bucked, sat down on its haunches, and 
did everything else that was evei 
known to a trick horse, they almost 
came to blows in the excitement ot 
their argument. Finally the horse, 
despairing1 of any other means of get- 
ting rid of its rider, leaped in the air 
and fell on its side, knocking half the 
life out of the boy, and then rolling 
completely over him. An altercation, 
of course, followed as to which had 
won the bet. The plucky boy hung on 
to the horn of his saddle, although ap- 
parently fatally injured. He neither 
fell off nor got off, but was lifted off 
the furious animal by half a dozen men 
who rushed quickly to the rescue. Ef- 
forts were made to quiet the two In- 
dians, and the suggestion that the bet 
be declared off was freely made. As 
each man declined to pay the other, 
this was the final outcome of the af- 
fair, bnt the wagering1 of such a com- 
paratively large sum over such an in- 
significant event shows that specula- 
tion will always be more or less pop- 
ular with the average Indian.—St.

CLEANING BOOTS AND 8HOE8. 


Mnttfato 


A well stocked blocking brash Tx* 


should always be kapt on hand, and ttte 
should contain the best of blacking, to- 
gether with three good brashes. One 
of*hB**u»bes«honld be quite bad to 
effsoto*lly<rid the boots of all mud anrf 
dbjt, another should be soft in order fa 
insure the successful application of tb 
blacking* and the third should be elaM 
ed in the happy medium, so as to givr 
a satisfactory polish and "shine.1 
Each should have its own distinct ml* 
don to perform, and their uses inns',, 
sever be confounded, says a correspond- 
ent of The Household, who also gives 
the following advice; The blacking, if 
liquid, should be kept well corked, and 
after all 'traces of mud have been re- 
moved from the boots should be applied 
to the brush by means of a sponge, which 
is tied to a stick, and from thence to 
the leather. This having been accom- 
plished, the boots should be well pol- 
ished with the regulation brash and a 
firm, vigorous hand. Much more deli- 
oacy-of treatment is required in clean- 
ing ladies' boots, except when they are 
the stout common sense ones used for 
walking or skating, great care always 
being taken to avoid soiling the lining 
of the boots. 


An excellent polish for general pur- 


poses is made from the following ingre- 
dients: Mix 4 ounces of ivory black 
with 4 ounces of treacle in an earthen 
jar, to which add an ounce of snlphnrio 
acid, stirring the mixture all the while. 
Then pour in 2 teaspoonf nls of olive oil, 
and after this has been thoroughly in- 
corporated add by degrees 1% pints of 
white wine vinegar. 


Another polish which is more suited 


to ladies' fine boots is made by mixing 
equal proportions of sweet oil, treacle 
and vinegar with an ounce of lamp- 
black and applying with a sponge. 


Patent leather boots require entirely 


different treatment 
They should first 


be wiped with a damp sponge and after- 
ward with a soft, dry cloth. The sponge 
may be moistened with either water ox 
milk, bnt the latter should not be rued 
too often. Occasionally a. little oil 
might be applied with very good effect, 
but blacking should never be used ex- 
cept upon the edges of the soles. 


The New French Walita. 


Pongee silk shirtwaists of the nat- 


ural ecru shade are imported by the 
best modistes to wear with blazer suits 
in the summer. According to Harper's 
Bazar, these are made in the simplest 
manner, with fullness gathered at the 
neck and waist in front and back and 
are mounted on a fitted and boned lin- 
ing of silk. A box plait two inches 
wide is down the front, with a row of 
brier stitching done in navy blue silk 
near each edge and holding buttonholes 
tor three pearl buttons, which are regu- 
lar shirk buttons. A turned down col- 
lar of the pongee doubled has a single 
row of stitching and is mounted on a 
neckband so wide that three buttons are 
required to fasten it 
The bishop 


sleeves, nearly a yard wide, are very 
long and have a fitted lining, to which 
they are taken up in a plait at the el- 
bow to give them the proper length.
